I discussed with the Chief of 
Staff of the Army Group and of 
Army Detachment C, which was 
exposed to the attack, the evacua- 
tion of the salient, which had long 
ago been planned and prepared. 
Local commanders were confident 
in spite of my demurs. 

G. H. Q. was reluctant to evac- 
uate the salient on account of the 
industrial centers lving behind it, 
and unfortunately did not order 
this step until Sept... 8. At the 
same time the southern front of 
Army Detachment C was to in- 
crease its distance from the enc- 
my, much as had been the case 
with the Seventeenth Army in the 
middle of August. Advanced 
guards only were to be left in the 
most forward trenches. 

The work of evacuation had not 
been carried very far, when, on 
Sept. 12, the attack developed be- 
tween the Rupt de Mad and the 
Moselle, accompanied by a_ sec- 
ondary offensive movement 
against the northern end of the 


G. H. Q. pushed up re- 


salient on the Combres Heights. 


The enemy penetrated our line in 
both places. 

On the southern sector they 
broke through a Prussian division, 
and the reserves were not suffi- 
ciently close enough up to restore 
the position immediately. On the 
Combres Heights there was an 
Austro-Hungarian division, which 
might have fought better. As 
early as noon the. local Army 
Headquarters ordered the evacu- 
ation of the salient. 

I was dissatisfied with self, 
but also with the local co and. 
The earlier reports indicated that 
the evacuation was proceeding 
satisfactorily, this being facilitated 
by the enemy not following up. I 
founded my official communique, 
which turned out later to be too 
favorable on these reports. 

It has been said that my com- 
muniques were unreliable.. They 
were indisputably true and they 
were framed in accordance with 
our duty to the army, the people 
at home and allies. The eve- 
ning communiqfe merely described 
briefly the events of the day. That 
of midday was founded on the re- 
ports which reached G. H. Q. up ic 
the time of my signature—genera!- 
ly 10:30 a. m. 

I wrote them principally for the 
army; our soldiers had the right to 
have their achievement and suffer- 
ings reported. The unit, officer or 
man mentioned in the communique 
was proud of it; was it not up- 
lifting to have one’s fame an- 
nounced tothe world? It provided 
a stimulus of no mean value to the 
conduct of the war, and an impor- 
tant psychological encouragement 
to achieve. The people at home, 
too, were rightly proud to have 
their sons’ deeds recognized. 

Every Word Was Weighed. 

Every word in the official com- 
munique was carefully weighed; 
great events were given in detail; 
only the most important or lesser 
engagements could be mentioned. 
In quiet times a frequent report 
read: “Nothing particular,” or 
“No events of importance;”’ from 
this an antelligent reader gathered 
that on all parts of the wide front 
German men stood night and day 
doing their difficult duty to the 
fatherland with loyal devotion. 

I should certainly have preferred 
in times of -stress to have em- 
Ployed curt phraseology rather 
than to give full reports, for the 
events of such times were appro- 
Priate to these phrases. “But a re- 
Port on the 
“Langemarck is held,” or lost, 
would have satisfied nobody. 

es of. ground were men- 
toned, if they affected the general 
situation. but not until no harm 
could be done to the troops en- 
Gaged by doing so. Nobody could 
expect me to communicate our 
losses in guns and prisoners to the 
enemy, not even the German who 
think so objectively. 
Not an “Iron 

We were not the iron ‘people, 
about which T was so often told in 
those very days. The habit of 


reading enemy communiques had, 


done damage enough already. Sus- 


_Ppicion of the report from G. H. 


Q went at times so far as to 
Cause them to be compared with 
enemy reports, That was ty pical- 
ly German. 

Was it not, for cxample, a great 


- a a victory” for us to have 


line in Flanders in 1917, 
we suffered tactical re- 
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verses, that cost us prisoners and 
materials of war. If I mentioned 
in my report that the enemy had 
reached our artillery lines, one 
could deduce the loss in prisoners 
and guns. Was that not suffi- 
cient? Did people wish to wal- 
low in misery? 

G. H. Q. had allowed the enemy 
communiques to be published, in 
reliance -on the clear-sightedness 
of the German people. I had the 
impression later that it was a mis- 
take. The enemy used his com- 
muniques for propaganda, and 
lowered our merale. A _ belated 
order forbidding the publication 
of these reports seemed to me 
even more questionable. lIrance 
knew what she was doing when 
she forbade the publishing of our 
communiques, although ours were 
never used for’ propaganda. 

I have mentioned that I had al- 
30 to consider the effect of our of- 
ficial reports on our allies. This 
was important in our case because 
our ‘allies relied entirely upon us. 

One ¢hing must be admitted, 
Wolff’s commentaries on my re- 
ports, edited in Berlin and intend- 
ed solely for the neutrals, were 
not happily worded. ‘There was 
zood reasons for the tone of these 
telegrams; but I stopped them, al- 
though too late, as soon as I real- 
ized the harm they did. 

Admits Heavy Losses. 

On the Woevre plateau, the 
evacuation of the salient was car- 
ried through, though with heavy 
losses and the Michel position was 
occupied. The fighting was dying 
down by the 13th. 

According to the reports’. that 
reached me, the continuation of 
the offensive against the Michel 
position (in front of Metz) seemed 
probable. After the 22d the situa- 
tion changed in front of Von Gall- 
witzs Army Group. The likeli- 
hood of an offensive here dimin- 
ished and a battle on both sides of 
the Argonne appeared imminent. 

Duke Albrecht’s Army Group’s 
sector, too (in front of Nancy) 
was considered in danger, but that 
was based rather on the conjec- 
tures of my colleagues than on re- 
ports. I, on the other hand, clung 
to my opinion that the develop- 
ment of the offensive between 
Rheims and the Meuse was more 
likely than an attack in Lorraine. 

Our troops had suffered severe- 
ly; their numerical strength  di- 
minished, exhaustion increased. 
The situation grew steadily worse, 
but the line held with the excep- 
tion of a few weak places on the 
Second Army sector. 

Blows Rain on His Army. 

The Army Groups of the Crown 
Prince Rupprecht, Von Boehn and 
of the German Crown Prince had 
carried out the withdrawals from 
Kemmel and the Lys plain behind 
the Arleux-Moeuvres Canal, into 
the Siegfried system (the Hinden- 
burg line) and on the Vesle. The 
movement went without a hitch 
and was completed by the Eight- 
eenth Army, which had furthest to 
go, by about Sept. 7. 

The armies had not fallen back 
everywhere to the German 
trenches; they manned in some 
places parts of the old enemy line. 
Everywhere the enemy 
close on our heels. They soon re- 
sumed their offensive, which de- 
veloped particularly keenly  be- 
tween Moeuvres and MHolnon (in 
front of Arras) against the left 
wing of the Seventeenth, the whole 
of the Second (west of Cambrai) 
and the right wing of the Eight- 
eenth Army (west of St. Quentin) 
amd between the Ailette and the 
Aisne against the left wing of the 
Ninth and the extreme right of 
the Seventh Army. 

Fighting was very keen, but our 
line recovered itself, except that in 
the Second Army some weakness 
still remained. On Sept. 18 and 
19, particularly severe attacks 
were launched on the Moeuvres- 
Holnon section; the left wing of 
the Second Army was pressed 
back several kilometers on to the 
Scheldt-Oise canal, north of St. 
Quentin, the Eighteenth Army be- 
ing forced to withdraw its ex- 
treme right to conform with this 
retirement. 

Heavy Toll Was Taken. 

Otherwise, the line was held, se- 
vere local fighting continuing up 
to September 25,and 26. The 
French extended their offensive 
further towards St. Quentin. It 
goes without saying that these 
days, too, took heavy toll of our 
entire army. 

The German Crown Prince's 
Army Group had taken over com- 
mand of the Ninth Army from Von 
Boehn about the middie of the 
month. This army and the right 
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prominent part in deciding the 
final issue. The more striking was 
the revelation, which came to m»2 
July 26, 1915, that the iMntente had 
offered a virtual bribe of millions 
of dollars to King Alfonso if Spain 
would join the allies. The other 
was that the Kaiser’s§ advisers, 
even this early-in the development 
of our campaign, were not to be 
trusted, and that they were leading 
the way to the ruin of our plans. 
The revelations of the plot to 
bribe Spain came to me almost di- 
rectly from King Alfonsg himself. 
As to the clowns in official position 
who had the final word at great 
headquarters, my opinion of them 
was identical with the convictions 
of both Field Marshal von Hinden- 
burg and Quartermaster-Genera. 
von Ludendorff, which we openly 
discussed when I was a guest of 
Von Hindenburg at his headquar- 
ters on the eastern front. 
On the morning of July 26, 1915, 
T journeyed to Teschen, Austria, 
a picturesque town, which at that 
time was the headquarters of the 
Archduke Frederick, Field Mar- 
shal and Commander of the Ats- 
trian armies. We were welcomed 
with great friendliness there, and 
I took particular note of the anvir- 
onment, because it was that migh: 
be called our first intimate glimpse 
of our allies, for whose cause we 
had gone to war. 
The Archduke 
pressed me at once as an absolute 
ly harmless old gentleman, with 
whom Conrad von Hoetzendorfrf. 
the chief of the Austrian General 
Staff, would have no difficulty in 
dealing. 
Afterwards we were received by 
the heir to the throne, who late; 
was to be a participant in the war 
as the titular Commander in Chicf 
—the future Emperor Charles. He 
seemed to us at that time very 
youthful, but his interest in the 
grandly betitled Austrian staff was 
frank and great. We were intro- 
duced to this staff, and I heard 
nothing for several minutes but 
“Count So-and-So.” “Count This- 
and-That,”’ 


Archduke Frederick. who seemed 
much more interested in his only 
son, the Archduke Albert, then 18 
years old, than in the war. 
Alfonso Charged Bribery. 

The boy had just finished his 
school examinations in both Ger- 
man and Hungarian, which he was 
being taught to speak with equal 
facility. The old Archduke was 
very proud of the lad, who at that 
time loomed up as one of the great 
heirs of European royalty, as his 
father owned great estates in Flun- 
gary. 

During the repast the Archduke 
Frederick confided to me that his 
nephew, the King of pein, had 
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stantly in action. The Army Group 
had to find its own = reinforce- 
ments. 

Tension was particularly high 
on both sides of Rheims and, 
after the 22d, also on both sides 
of the Argonne, where on the 
26th another great battle was to 
break out. (This refers’ to the 
American-French offensive.) The 
completion of the Hermann line 
behind the two northern Army 
Groups had begun, and _ similar 
work was actively proceeding in 
the rear of the Crown Prince's 
Group. 

Behind the line between the 
coast and the Meuse, the work of 
evacuation was often interrupted 
by successful enemy air raids. 
Huge supplies of material had to 
be moved, which were essential 
for the further prosecution of the 
war. Many sectors had worked 
on bad supply systems and the 


result was now felt. 


The Austro-Hungarian line held 
in Italy. There were no indica- 
tions of an Italian offensive. 

Bulgars Did Not Resist. 

Thus matters stood when events 
in Bulgaria forced us to grave de- 
cisions. 


On Sept. 15 the armies of the 
entente attacked in Macedonia, 
east of the Vardar, in the moun- 
tains between Vardar and the 
Cerna, and also with weaker 
forces near Monastir. On both 
flanks the attacks broke down. 

In the center, where the attack 
was faced with the greatest obsta- 
cles (here the French and Serbs 
had to cross a high mountain 
range), the Bulgarian Second and 
Third Divisions offered no resist- 
ance; they simply surrendered the 
position. No other explanation 
exists for the rapid advance of the 
Entente troops over broken coun- 
try, even mountainous. 

Gen. von Scholtz sought to bring 
the Bulgarians to a stand on the 
second line by removing reserves 
up in good time, but his hopes 
were not realized. The Second 
and Third Bulgarian Divisions re- 
treated, as if on a definite plan, 
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and “Count the Other.” 
At breakfast I sat next to the- 
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and Declares Hindenburg and Ludendorff Agreed 


With Him. 


written to him that he (the King), 
had received an offer of hundreds 
of millions of marks if he would 
join the quadruple alliance. King 
Alfonso, as quoted by his uncle to 
me, had written that so long as 
he was King he would not hear of 
an alliance with the Entente; 
moreover, he had his army to sup- 
port him in an emergency. 

Everyone at Austrian headquar- 
ters felt incensed at the latest note 
from the United States, which had 
been received in Berlin five days 
before, growing out of the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania. The note 
had served warning on Germany 
that President Wilson regarded our 
communication of July 8 as “‘very 
unsatisfactory” and the forebod- 
ings at a time when America’s at- 
titude Was open to our grave sus- 
picion, were not to be denied in 
all quarters. 

Nobody at Teschen could con- 
ceive that we would be so weak as 
to draw back—if only that senti- 
ment had been shared by our pan- 
taloons in office! 

My discovery that not alone Von 
Hindenburg but also Ludendorff 
were just as dissatisfied as I was 
over the turn of affairs, due to 
the workings of the intimate per- 
sonal circle of the Kaiser’s advis- 
ers, came during a visit to the 
Field Marshal less than a month 
after I had been the guest of 
Archduke Frederick. I joined Von 
Hindenburg at his headquarters at 
Lodz on Aug. 13. 

I immediately held a long con- 
ference with Hindenburg and Lu- 
dendorff over this situation, and 
found their views in absolute con- 
vergence with mine. <As a whole, 
Hindenburg told me, he “saw no 
prospect of altering the situation 
‘autour du roi (around the Kaiser). 
The mass, he told me, was too 
strong to penetrate. It was an 
attribute of this great soldier that 
he regarded the political problem 
thus presented as a military prob- 
lem, and instinctively sensed that 
he was confronting in all verity a 
mass—a hostile mass, which de- 
fensively was strong, and impene- 
trable to the assaults of his good 

sense and my counsels. 

He revealed to me how he had 
implored the Kaiser not to follow 
the recommendations of Gen. von 

Falkenhayn, chief of the General 
Staff, and that also, in the pre- 
vious great operations, he had ur- 
gently advised against the strategy 
which always went on attacking 
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without any show of resistance, 
behind the Cerna in one direction 
and behind the Vardar in another. 
The Bulgarian reserves, equal in 
strength to three German  divi- 
sions, did not fight at all. 

The German troops, which had 
recently been reinforced by bat- 
talions from Rumania, could not 
close the gap unaided. The north- 
ern descent to the valley of the 
Vardar in the neighborhood of 
Krivolac was open to the Entente. 
All further efforts to reorganize 
and make a stand 
Sulgarian Army went home. Only 
the Bulgarians incorporated in 
German forces between Lake 
Presba and the Cerna behaved 
better for a time. 

Accuses U. S. Officials. 

On the 16th, or at the latest the 
17th, Gen. Lukow, in command of 
the troops on the Sturma, wired 
to the Tsar (Ferdinand of Bul- 
garia) that he must conclude an 
armistice; he could not desert us 
publicly and throw himself into 
the arms of the entente too soon. 

A few days after the 15th, a se- 
cret report of the French General 
Staff fell into my hands whicn 
made it evident that the French no 
longer expected any i “resistance 
from the Bulgartanarmy. [Entente 
propaganda and money, and the 
United States representative, who 
had remained in Sofia, had done 
their work. (He again pays his 
respects to Dominic IT. Murphy, the 
Ul’. S. Consul-General in Sofia, de- 
spite German protests. He had 
great influence with the Bulgarian 
Cabinet in the critical days and 
helped arrange the‘armistice.) 

In this instance again, the En- 
tente had made a thoroughly good 
job of it. 

Possibly, too Bolshevist influ- 
ences from Russia had crept in. 
Neither the Czar nor our repre- 
sentative in Sofia knew anything 
of this. Gen. Jekow knew all about 
it: a few days before the battle, 
which was known to be imminent 
he or ear trouble, I under- 
stand, an ‘ent to a clinic in Vi- 
enna. 
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the enemy from the front. so that 
the Russians by this method were 
enabled to slip away. He went on 
to tell me that this policy had 
causéd us enormous losses. 


Hindenburg Complained to Kaiser. 


According to the opinions of 
Hindenburg and Ludendorff, giv- 
en to me on the scene, the whole 
Russian army would have been 
captured by them three weeks pre- 
viously if the (Germans had been 
pernuiitted to pursue them. Hin- 
denburg then told me the most re- 
markable of his confidences: he 
had written to the Kaiser, com- 
plaining against the tactics of Fal- 
kenhayn, telling the Kaiser that 
the whole German people, who had 
rendered such grand assistance to 
their fatherland and to its armies, 
looked up to their Kaiser, but mis- 
trusted the strategy and leadership 
of the high command. But the 
complaint of Hindenburg was to 
no purpose, he admitted to me. 

After hearing this, I could won- 
der no longer that P had achieved 
s0 little, though Hindenburg 
struck me at that time as having 
a -consciousness of having  per- 
formed something great, the mem- 
ory of which he will carry with 
him to the grave. 

It was touching to see there at 
his headquarters how the people, 
voung and old, honored him. Aged 
grand dames, young mothers and 
their children, the latter hushed 
by parental command, stood in 
awe and all saluted him as he 
passed along. He ould hardly 
move for the flowers which were 
sent to him. The loyalty, the 
trustworthiness and the _ simplic- 
itv of his character were positive- 
ly refreshing, after one had come, 
as I had done, from that accursed 
crew of intriguers at Pless. 

I had spoken straight from my 
heart to the Kaiser, and Hinden- 
burg and lLudendorff likewise. 
Hindenburg assured me that he 
would give to me all the support 
that he could for co-operation with 
Turkey and the submarine. cam- 
paigns.’ We were at one on the 
question of policy as regarded Rus- 
sia and Belgium, but the fact re- 
mained that Falkenhayn had the 
power of Germany in the hollow of 
his hand. The army group of Hin- 
denburg. the group of Prince Leo- 
pold and the group of Mackensen 
all were subject to Falkenhayn. 

The next morning, at the early 
hour of 8 o’clock. Hindenburg 
fetched me up for a walk. He 
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Gen. von Scholtz and all the 
Germans had done their utmost 
Where Germans were in command 
the Bulgarian army held out. On 
the mountain sector the Bulkari- 
ans refused’ to have a German 
command. They even went so far 
as to leave a divisional General 
there whom Gen. von Scholtz 
wished to. have removed because 
he did not trust him; and they 
made numerous alterations in per- 
sonnel] in that sector. 


Denies He Broke Treaty. 

The suggestion, put forward by 
the Buigars to cloak their defec- 
tion, that I was informed that sol- 
diers’ councils had been formed 
among their troops, is untrue. It 
is equally untrue to say that we 
had broken a treety obligation t» 
leave six divisions on the Bulgari- 
an front, for this obligation was 
confined to the Serbian campaign 
of 1915. 

When I came to G. H. Q. in Aug- 
ust, 1916, there was about one 
division in Macedonia. The obliga- 
tion must also have lapsed on the 
formation of the German Supreme 
Military Command for the Quad- 
ruple Alliance in September,.J916 
This Supreme Command did not in 
any way neglect Bulgaria. 

The forces opposed to each oth- 
er there were of about equal 
strength. The Greek troops with 
the Entente had had no military 
experience, and their choice of 
sides ‘was not based on conviction. 
The Bulgarian Army had had a 
long rest. They had had the op- 
portunity to strengthen their 
forces, and ought rather to have 
helped us in the west than to have 
sought aid from us. 

We knew well that the Bulga- 
rian:Army was, in fact, in a bad 
state: but there was ground for 
the hope that it wou! he able to 
withstand the attack which we cx- 
pected, as, indeed, was the case 
wherever the men were still will- 
ing to fight. We anticipated, now 
as previously, as did the German 
chiefs in Bulgaria, partial failure, 
mut we did not expect the com- 


rial master would be a little less 
distant with me.” 

Our supper that evening was a 
very delightful repast. 

It was through such revelations 
and good understandings, as I was 
reaching with Hindenburg and Lu- 
dendorff that I realized more and 
more, especially at Luxembourg a 
month later, that my position in 
the German scheme of things was 
becoming abominable. Mean- 
while there was a slight iull in the 
frightful war, although things 
were not going well with us. 

Summing up, it appeared to me 
then that our chief plan of cam- 
paign, to drive for the channel 
ports and envelop the Russian ar- 
inies, had both failed. There we 
stood, facing a superior force 
which had all the local advantages 
in its favor and which, without 
doubt, bore all evidence of being 
capitally led. 

America, too, there was no long- 
er any doubt, was set definitely 
against us. If we had scored our 
great victories there on the west- 
ern front at the outset, our position 
would have been different. That 
is what I had hoped for earlier, 
and I favored. never giving up 
without a fight anything we could 
retain, such as Shantung. We 
should have put up a fight at 
Tsing-Tao. 

At that time, too, it appeared to 
me that our high seas fleet would 
not come out. On Sept. 24, Il came 
to the decision to tender my res- 
ignation immediately after the 
war, which T did not believe could 
last. long. The reconstruction of 
the German navy, I decided. if it 
should come to that, must be un- 
dertaken by someone else. I 
blamed the fact that the fleet had 
been kept back to four men: Ad- 
miral von Pohl, Admiral Mueller. 
chief of the Naval Cabinet: Chan- 
cellor von GBethmann-Hollweg and 
the Kaiser himself. 

Il believed then, although I 
was mistaken, that these four in- 
tended that our fleet should not 
fire a single gun and that the work 
of my life had ended with a ci- 
pher.

plete collapse‘ of their army. 

The rumors which had. circu- 
lated in Sofia, to the effect that 
tue army would not centinue 
fighting after Sept. 15, found only 
too terrible confirmation. We 
could not answer every single cry 
for help. We had to insist that 
Bulgaria must do something for 
herself, for otherwise we, too. 
were lost. . 

Bulgars Bribed, He Says. 

It made no difference whether 
our defeat came in Macedonia or 
in the west. We were not strong 
enough to hold our line in the 
west and at the same time to es- 
tablish in the Balkans a German 
front to replace the Bulgarian, as 
we should have had to do if we 
were to hold that front in the long 
run. 


The Bulgarian Government did 
nothing whatever to keep up the 
morale of the troops and the pop- 
ulation or to maintain discipline. 
They gave free rein to enemy in- 
fluence, and took no steps against 
any of the anti-German agitations. 
Entente bribery was the finishing 
stroke, even the troops that 
streamed back to Sofia being well 
supplied with enemy money. These 
were the true causes of the defec- 
tion of Bulgaria from the Quadru- 
ple Alliance. 

There were no illusions about 
the seriousness of the situation 
created by the collapse of Bul- 
garia. Turkey, too, was now in 
great difficulties. Her Palestine 
front was broken beyond repair. 
(Gen, Allenby had captured Jeru- 
salem and more than 80,000 
Turks.) 

Here, again, the German offi- 
cers and men had done their duty, 
and had fought like heroes on the 
Jordan. There were, however, 
limits to our strength and we 
could only keep the Turkish Army 
together for a time. 


Constantinopic Must Fall.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26. 


N a dull, sleepy day in September, 1915, several badly bored cor- 
respondents at the White House in Washington left their card game 
in the executive wing and strolled into the White House grounds just im 
time to see a very tall, straight, gray-haired man walking away from the 
main entrance, where the President’s callers were then received and dis- 


missed. 


He was almost at the gate when they caught up with him. 


‘*My name is Bernard M. Baruch,’’ he replied, ‘‘and I ‘nd just a New 
York stock broker, who happens to be a friend and admirer of the Presi- 


dent. My eall didn’t have any political significanee at all.’’ 


Whereupon 


the correspondents strolled back to their room in the executive wing and 
debated listlessly whether the incident was worth reporting. 


These were in the post-Lusi- 
tania and Sussex days, outwardly 
uneventful but actually  history- 
inaking beneath the calm surface 
of White House routine. For the 
President, still bent on peace and 
hopeful for it, was nevertheless 
abeying Washington’s injunction. 
And Mr. Baruch had just laid be- 
fore him in brief outline a plan 
for mobilizing the nation’s indus- 
trial resources that finally merged 
with other plans into the accom- 
plished miracle of our industrial 
war machine of Nov. 11. 

“World Turning a Hard Corner.” 

Today Mr. Baruch is back in 
New York as a private’ citizen, 
after playing a part in world 
events that places him far within 
the inner circle of men who made 
history during the past two years 
faster than it was ever made be- 
fore. As chairman of the war in- 
dustries board during the war and 
as adviser to the Benen non in the 
framing of the eparation and 
economic clauses of the peace 
treaty in Paris, Baruch probably 
knows more fagis about costs and 
prices, and about the infinite 
problems involved in_ feeding, 
clothing and sheltering this human 
race of ours, than any one man 
ever knew before. And because it 
is a conviction with him that the 
public has a right to know as 
much as its servants know about 
the public business, he consented 
to answer some of the various 
questions that everybody is ask- 
ing these days—in the light of his 
knowledge and his judgment. If 
his answers cover a wide range, 
and include opinions as well as 
conclusions, the fault is with the 
interviewer and not the often re- 
luctant Mr. Baruch. 

“The world has a hard corer 
to turn, but we will make it,” he 
said. ‘‘We will make it because 
we must. The high prices and 
the prevailing unrest and nearly 
all our other problems are just a 
part of the cost of the war, It 
was the most staggering experi- 
ence in all humanity’s history, and 
it is [dle to suppose that the 
armistice or the peace conference 
could immediately usher in nor- 
mal conditions. 

“In the winning of the war the 
people of the world had put for- 
ward such great efforts that at its 
termination they found themselves 
tired and almost exhausted 
physically, mentally and financial- 
lv-—staggering under huge finan- 
cial burdens. 


40,000,000 Producers HKliminated. 

“Consider that 20,000,000 men 
were taken from productive toil 
and put into the armies and that 
as many millions more were turned 
from the production of food and 
other necesaries to the making of 
munitions and the supplying of 
armies—consider that this went on 
for more than four years, and that 
it was accompanied bv a derange- 
ment of the world’s shipping that 
left, for instance, Australia’s food 
products to rot in the warehouses 
and isolated the most populous 
communities from some of the 
richest producing centers in the 
world, it is too much to expect 
that the world will recover quickly 
from these conditions. It will re- 
quire all of our patience, courage 
and much sacrifice; but above all 
we must get back to work. 

‘Today the world is beginning 
to get back to work. It must work 
in order that it may save and pay. 
If proceeded with vigorously, with- 
in a vear production of practical- 
ly all the necessaries of life should 
catch up with the demand. Next, 
we shal! have overproduction and 
what will happen to our high 
prices then?” 

It has been understood that 
Raruch's view of the economic sit- 
vation in Europe is less dark than 
that expressed by Frank A. Van- 
derlip. He was questioned on this 
point. 

“I don't wish to underestimate 
the difficulties,” he replied. ‘“Whas

Mr. Vanderlip said about the con- 
dition of Europe last spring was 
pretty near the mark. It would 
have been impossible to exaggerate 
the disorganization and paralysis 
of industry and trade, the com- 
plexity and size of the problems. 

“But many people fear that 
there is a serious lack of products 
in the world. In your opinion, is 
this true?” 

“There can be had enough of 
every essential commodity except 
coal,”@aid Baruch. “The general 
problem is one of getting back to 
a balance of production and dis- 
tribution so that life’s necessities 
can be distributed according to the 
people's needs. The coal shortage 


in Europe next winter threatens | 


to be the worst since the war be- 
gan. 

“The Causes Are Behind Us.” 

“The present prospect may not 
appear to be cheerful. But it is 
a great thing to know that the 
causes are behind us. The world 
has not fallen on evil times. It is 
emerging from them. It is like a 
man who has just won a gruelling 
race, and then discovers that he is 
far from-home and must depend 
on his own tired legs to get him 
there. if he is a good sport, 
will trudge along without ec 
plaining, knowing that tomorrow 
will be another day. 

I don’t mean to imply that all 
of the people’s burdens are in- 
evitable. They are being cruel- 
ly weighted down with prices that 
have no relation to the costs of 
production. But here again the 
factors at work are creatures of 
the war. We faced a scarcity and 
a prospect of a’ worse one as the 
war continued. Then, after the 
armistice, there was a momentary 
fear of reduced consumption, fol- 
lowed by a temporary lessening of 
production, but as lines of trade 
were reopened and the world 
clamored for goods, people got the 
idea of searcity firmly fixed in 
their minds, and some men were 
quick to take advantage of it. It 
was the continuity of an idea, and 
under its influence the public has 
been paying one price increase 
after another. 

“Today that continuity is being 
broken, and prices are going to 
come down, because the people de- 
mand it, and the facts justify it. 

“As for prices during the war 
they were controlled with the one 
purpose in mind to bring every 
needed plant and mine and farm, 
every idle dollar and every idle 
man into production. Every pro- 
posal by which excessive profits 
could be reached and eliminated 
was carefully considered. For in- 
stance, it was proposed that the 
great essential commodities like 
utoel and copper should go into 
a pool to be sold at an average 
price, and that each mill or mine 
should be compensated according 
to its cost. That plan never 
reached fruition because it would 
have involved a tremendous 
amount of supervision and over- 
head organization such as we did 
not feel able to build up during the 
crisis, and it was a grave question 
of whether production might not 
have lessened, and full production 
was the first essential.

PRICES NOW COMPARED WITH OUR CIVEL 
WAR PERIOD. 

Alexander Dana Noyes in The Financial Situa- 
tion,” in the October Scribner. 

HEN our own Civil War had ended in 1868, 

‘the average price of commodities had risen 

116 per cent as compared with 1860, but wages, 

as determined in the famous United States Senate 

report of 1893, had advanced on the average only 

$3 per cent. 

in prices began at once, and within three years 

one-third of the extreme war-time advance had 

been lost. The decline was irregularly distributed, 


| cotton and cotton goods falling 50 per cent—a nat- 


ural consequence of the lifting of the blockade of 
the Southern States. But the advance in wages did 


not stop with the war. The average as computed for 
1366 was 52% per cent above 1860. By 1869, 
wages averaged 62 per cent higher than in that 
pre-war year, while prices averaged only 53 per 
cent above it. 

Most people will remember what were the os- 
pectations, both in and out of business circles, dur- 
ing the war. In the United States—-at any rate 
during our own period of neutrality—a hint “t 
European negotiations for peace caused a fall in 
the markets; the familiar reason being the preva- 
lent belief that a great fall in prices throughout 
the world, and a great fall in labor costs in Bu- 
rope, would dislocate our own industrial organ- 
ism. Since termination of the war would reope% 
the world’s markets to Russia’s wheat exports, the 
price of food would fall precipitously. With the 
ending of the purchases of war material by Gov- 
ernments, supply of manufactured goods for oth- 
er purposes would quickly overtake demand. 
More than this, the return of Europe's conscript 
soldiers to their former occupations, so it seemed, 
vould crowd the avenues of European labor, bring 
down European prices, and, combined with the 
cessation of the war demands on industry, might 
easily introduce new and destructive competition 
with our own producers by European- manufdac- 
turers.

WORLD’S GREATEST 
NEEDS, SAYS BARUCH

arrangement within some of the 
big industries has become a part 
of the new business strategy, and 
it is a question today if society 
would not be better off by lower- 
ing the bars for the big, highly 
integrated establishments, and let- 
ting them absorb as large a pro- 
portion of the market in their 
field as their greater efficiency 
and lower costs can win for them, 
Today they are afraid of the anti- 
trust laws, which sanction and 
even force on them the practice I 


have described — maintaining 
prices high enough to keep inef- 
ficient competitors in the field, 


and thus pulling chestnuts out of 
the fire for them. 

“But if we do let down the bars, 
we must provide adequate Gov- 
ernment supervision, lest the mar- 
Kets come under monopoly con- 
trol and the benefits of low cost 
production be absorbed in exces- 
sive profits. 

“The Federal Trade Commission 
could be greatly strengthened in 
its auth_rity and equipment for 
dealing with this wholé situation.” 
“Do you think, Mr. Baruch, that 
there is any great danger that the 
effects of Bolshevism will be im- 
portant in this country?” 

“*T don’t think there 
danger of Bolshevism extending 
its boundaries,’ he _ said. ‘The 
world today wants food and cloth- 
ing and shelter, and the most 
restless of men in Europe are be- 
ginning to realize that they can’t 
get these things by attempting to 
change the world from a profit 
to a service basis over night. They 
are much more likely to lay so- 
ciety in ruins if they attempt it. 

“Today the driving force in 
production and distribution is in- 
dividual initiative, stimulated by 
the desire for profits. The eco- 
nomic world has never known any 
other driving force, and none other 
has ever been tried. 
time for an experiment that even 
at its best is bound to mean wide- 
spread disorganization and chaos 
before the problematical benefits 
of a new motivation could have 
an opportunity to demonstrate 
themselves. 

Blind Labor Gencralizations. 
“But the men who dispose of la- 
bor unrest with a few generaliza- 
tions, and who look forward to a 
speedy return to the old condi- 
tions, are just as blind and irre- 
sponsible as the preachers of revo- 
lution. And they are just as in- 
fluential in producing the condi- 
tions that make revolution. 

“It must be said to the credit of 
producers and manufacturers that 
they are showing a desire to meet 
the new conditions. Their co- 
operation. and generous action 
during the war speak well for a 
solution of this problem.. The 8- 
hour-day is being generally 
adopted wherever the nature of 
the work permits. I doubt 
whether as a rule a less than 8- 
hour-day will produce enough to 
care for the needs of the world. 
What is wanted is greater produc- 
tion. The world is made richer 
and happier by the increased pro- 
duction of things, so that all can 
share in them. Greater wealth 
comes rather from increased pro- 
duction than from _ increased 
prices.” 

“What about the farmer?” I 
asked: “Can the tasks of the 
farm be adjusted to an 8-hour 
basis?” 

“My remarks must not be tak- 
en as referring to the farming in- 
dustry in which the conditions are 
such that it would be extraor- 
dinarily difficult to hold to fixed 
hours of labor. The farming 
problem must have separate con- 
sideration. I am not one of those 
who think that the farmer has 
been making an undue profit. 

“There is a growing opinion,” 
continued Mr. Baruch, “that the 
condition of bor should be made 
more humane and that it should 
have a day of the right number 
of hours, a share of the profits 
by increasing the wage scale as 
profit increase, and a voice in the 
management. 

“Some further advocate a place 
at the council table, where labor 
would have the opportunity to 
study the commercial end of the 
business, learn accurately what 
the costs and earnings amount to, 
and learn to share responsibility. 
. One suggestion made was té fix 
& Basic wage on the basis of an 
average year's income for the 
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ing commodities if we are to avoid 

nationalist commercial friction 

leading to war. 

Fight for the World's Markets. 
“Isn't is true,” I asked, “that 


| the competition for markets is g0o- 


ing to be keener than ever before, 
because the world’s industrial ca- 
pacity has been increased, and par- 
ticularly that of this country and 
Japan? Isn't it going to be a se- 
rious problem for America and 
England to keep off each other’s 
toes in the world’s market?” 


“— do not anticipate anything 
serious in this. We need not tear 
anything from honest and fair 


competition. If the oceasion arises 
be confident that this 


we can 
question will be discussed and 
some solution found. Nothing 


should be done to kili the person- 
al initiative that comes from free 
and honorable competition. Nor 
should anything be done that will 
interfere with the operation of 
the law of supply and demand 
which, if given time enough, will 
work all these problems out.” 

Baruch was asked about taxes 
and the crushing war debt faced 
by Europe. 

“This is the greatest obstacle 
that statesmen of the oid world 
have to face,” he said. “Already 
the French Finance Minister has 
proposed a tax on capital. Ger- 
many has done the same, and the 
project is being seriously consid- 
ered in other countries. 

“There is a very grave question 
as to whether some of the coun- 
tries can meet their present obli- 
gations and raise further money to 
meet the needs of their peoples. 
The burden seems too great to 
bear. Certainly this cannot be done 
unless the integrity of their bor- 
ders can now be assured from ag- 
gression by powerful and rapacious 
neighbors and they be given an 
opportunity to work out their sal- 
vation in peace. 

“Even in America we must cone 
sider very deeply and_= seriously 
what steps can be taken to relieve 
enterprise of the tax load it is now 


carrying. For peace times, our 
taxes today are too high for the 


spirit of enterprise and initiative 

and for the proper balance of ec 

nomic forces. The man who must

ply quit working, or else he will 
increase his prices to meet his in- 
creased taxes, or else pad his busi- 
ness by means of unnecessary ex- 
penditure that he would otherwise 
not think of making. The tax is 
directly reflected in prices, for 
there is a general community sanc- 
tion in peace time for higher levels 
of profit when a big share of the 
earnings are taken by the Govern- 
ment. These objections do not ap- 
ply to an inheritance tax, and I be- 
lieve it should continue high. 

Must Differentiate in Our Taxation. 

‘We should distinguish in our 
taxation between earnings repre- 
senting the fruits of enterprise and 
labor and incomes that represent 
the return on property owned. 
When the world is in need of in- 
creased production we should en- 
courage men by relieving them as 
far as possible of a tax upon the 
fruits of their labor. This was the 
formula so successfully employed 
to encourage production of those 
essentials needed in our war activi- 
ties, where, under stimulation, the 
supplies necessary to win the war 
were brought up to the required 
quantity. 

“The distinction to be drawn be- 
tween what may be called earned 
and unearned incomes applies with 
equal force to all those engaged in 
professional work as well as to 
those engaged in public or private 
work on a fixed salary. There is 
also a small and important class of 
people living on small incomes de- 
rived from savings made previous 
to the war, whose comfort and ex- 
istence will_be threatened by our 
present system of high taxation if 
continued in peace times. These 
professional and salaried men and 
women have had to bear and are 
bearing as great burdens as any 
class. Not enough attention has 
been given to them and their prob- 
lems.”’

Once the town fell, it was 
to be expected that the entente 
fleets would establish communi- 
cation with Rumania through the 
Black Sea, and send _ troops 
through Bulgaria to the Danube. 
We could not hope to keep Ru- 
mania neutral. Sooner or later, 
the arrival of enemy troops in that 
country was certain. 
Had to Defend Hungart. 

It was ebvious that the entente 
would attempt to recover Serbia, 
and to make an attack from there 
on Hungary and Austria, thus giv- 
ing the coup de grace to the Dou- 
ble Monarchy. Our Balkan front 
Was unstable, and it was quite un- 
certain whether we would be able 
to reconstruct it in Serbia and 
Bulgaria, or even on the Danube. 

The position.in Sofia at first was 
far from clear. We could not even 
tell whether the whole Bulgar 
army was really demoralized. The 
Serbian army had fought for 
years outside its own country, and 
had shown a fine example of true 
patriotism. The Bulgars§ could 
well have done the same. Of Old 
Bulgaria, too, not a foot was in 
enemy occupation. 

If the Bulgar army fell out al- 
together, then it would certainly 
be the time for Germany and 
Austria-Hungary to send substan- 
tial forces to the Balkans. 

In the then situation it was vital 
to do everything to secure our po- 
sition in the Balkan peninsula, in 
order to prevent the entente 
moving into Hungary and muking 
a flank attack on Germany and 
Austria. We sent a Gé@rman di- 
vision from Sebastopol through 
3ulgaria and Rumania to Sofia. 
Gen. von Aréz also dispatched an 
Austro-Hungarian Division from 
the Ukraine through Rumania to 
Serbia. 

G;erman Troops Sent. 

Three German divisions from 
the Last, which had been released 
for service in the West, and had in 
part already set out on their jour- 
ney thither, were diverted to Ser- 
bia. Lastly, two divisions from 
the Italian front, which had been 
handed over to us by Gen. Von 
Arz for service in the West, were 
also sent. 

Finally, even from the _ § hard- 
pressed West front, G. H. Q. sent 
the Alpine Corps to Serbia; this 
corps had just been withdrawn 
from the line, and still had its 
mountain equipment, which Was 
urgently needed for Serbia.

increased 28 per cent over last year, 
said Gaines, due principally to in- 
creases of salary for members of the 
orchestra. An appeal for contribu- 
tions to the Guarantee Fund, which 
will be used to defray the deficit, 
will be sent out this week. | 

The question of annual deficits | 
was djscussed at the first meeting 
of Orchestra Managers of America in | 
New York last week. It was agreed | 
that the most satisfactory method is 
to raise a big endownrgent fund, to be

He said the first thing to do 
was to allow Germany to develop all 
the forces of her industry by obtain- 
ing enough raw materials and export 
facilities; and secondly, by arresting 
the inflation of currency, which he 
was confident could be accomplished 
by a capital levy, and thirdly—prob- 
ably the most important and speedy 
imethod—by arranging with America 
to give Germany a money loan. 

Secks Loan. 

Such a loan, he said, would be of 
enormous importance to the United 
States itself, because Germany, to a 
very great extent, would become its 
debtor. What significance that 
would have to the commercial rela- 
tions of the two countries, to Ameri- | 
ca’s position in‘ the international 
money market, to the promotion of 
peaceful relations and _ to the 
strengthening of peace was, he said, 
hardly necessary to elaborate upon. 
The action must be on a great scale 
in order to have effect, and must, by 
no means, exclude private credits.

It has already re- 
sulted in new taxation of more than 
1,000,000,000 marks yearly. 

“The ready willingness with which 
the new Parliament has voted this 
enormous taxation shows that the 
new parliamentary majority is 
aware of the tremendous difficulties 
and is ready to put its whole energy 
into ameliorating the financial con- 
dition of the country.”

Kinloch Company Officials Give Rea- 
sons for Seeking Rate Increase. 

At a hearing before Commisstoner 
Noah Simpson in St. Louis last Mon- 
day H. Linton Reber, president, and 
William R. Orthwein, counsel for 
the Kinloch company, etated the 
company’s reasons for asking for an 
emergency rate increase. 

They said that when the Govern- 
ment took over the company’s prop- 
erties July 31, 1918, it agreed that 
$10,000,000 was a fair valuation of 
the property on which the company 
was entitled to earn 5 per cent. On 
this basis the Government assumed 
payment of all interest and taxes 
and agreed to pay the company 
$266,000 a year as the equivalent of 
its average net earnings when oper- 
ated under private control. 

When the Government turned 
back the property Aug. 1 this guar-) 
antee of $266,000 a year was with- 
drawn, they said, and the company 
faced the prospect of decreased 
earnings with larger expenses’"some 
of which, espectally the wage itn- 
crease of $230,000 a year had peen 
instituted by the Govérnment dur- 
ing its period of control. Reber 


‘told Commiséioner Simpson that in 


July of this year, the last month of 
Government, operation, the com- 
pany'’s revenue fell $20,000 short of 
the monthly revenue needed to as- 
sure the annual earnings’ guaran- 
teed by the Government. With the 
withdrawal of this guarantee, he 
said, there was a prospect of a still 
further decrease in the earnings and 
emergency relief was asked for, 
pending a formal application to the 
commission for an official valuation 
of the properties. Reber said he 
believed this appraisal would be 
found to justify even a further tIn- 
crease in rates.

$2,790,000 of stock and $4,549,000 
of 6-per-cent bonds outstanding. 
From 1912 to. 1916, both inclusive, 
it paid 8 per cent dividends on its 
stock.

This year it has paid 
three quarterly installments on an §- 
per-cent dividend. ‘ 

The stock is held at $140 a share 
and the bonds are quéted near their 
par value of $1000 each.

Larch and fir cones are much 
harder to gather than other kinds 
because they are so small that as a | 
rule the squirrels will not store them 
for the winter, preferring the larger 
white and yellow pine cones.

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j George Washington and the Hiram Johnsons 
and PEARS Y. Cabot Lodges of His Day 


Adoption of United States re 
tution fought by short-sighted 
men whose arguments against 
a league of the colonies read 
very much like the tirades 
against the League of Nations 
today — Foolish fears Wash- 
ington had to combat ::~ :: 

. ‘ 

HE striking parallel has often ; 

been pointed out between ihe 

adoption of the Constitution of the 

United States, which created a na- 

tion out of 13 incoherent states, 

and the League of Nations, which 

seeks to realize Tennyson's vision 

of “the parliament of man, the federation of the 

world.” But comparatively few of us realize to- 

day the intense, bitter and almost hysterical 

opposition to the new form of government a lit- 
tle more than 130 years ago. 

George Washington, the prime mover of the 
Constitution, also had his Henry Cabot Lodges 
and Hiram W. Johnsons to contend with. Al- 
though the feebleness of the then existing 
confederation was notorious and had all but 
brought the American cause to ruin during the 
war, and although there was imminent peril 
ot anarchy ad disintegration, there were found ma!- 
rontents and nervous persons who prophesied only 
the direst issues from the new Constitution. One pa- 
triot uttered the solemn warning that the Pope of 
ome might be elected President. Others deciared that 
the President would promptly make himself a King 
and the members of Congress would create themselves 
Lords. 

Elbridge Gerry, Gov. Randolph and Masen of Vir- 
xinia refused to sign the Constitution. Jefferson, Han- 
cock, Samuel Adams, Gov. Clinton of New York, Ben- 
jamin Franklin, Nathan Dane, Chase ef Maryland 
and Gen. Sumter hesitated or criticised it. Patrick 
Henry and Richard Henry Lee fought it with all their 
power. Even Washington, intensely eager as he was 
for its adoption, wrote: 
whieh is offered had been more perfect, but it is the 


best that could be obtained at this time. and a door 
ts qpened for amendments hereafter.” 


Though the Constitution was a wonderful achieve- 
ment, the result of earnest efforts and mueh conces- 
sion and compromise, it was, of course, not perfect. 
It was fiercely attacked in many of the state conven- 
tions called to consider its ratification, and some of 
the speeches dgainst it. as reported in “Eliot's De- 
bates,” sound strange in our ears today--as strange 
as the present violent attacks on the League of Na- 
tions may perhaps sound to our descendants a cen- 
tury hence. 

For example, in Senator Lodge's State of Massachu- 
setts, Abraham White of Norton thought that Con- 
zressmen might perpetuate themselves, and so reign 
as Emperors over us, and that Congress, with its 
purse strings in its power, would use the sword with a 
vengeance. Mr. Symmes vigorously opposed a power 
to burden the people with a standing army of ravenous 
collectors, harpies perhaps from another state, who, 
when Congress should become tyrannical, would be 
vultures, the tyrants of the village. 


Maj. Lusk of West Stockridge shuddered at the idea 
that popery and the inquisition might be established 
in America, and Mr. Singletary of Sutton objected that 
a papist or an infidel would be as eligible to office as 
Christians. Mr. Holmes thought Congress would have 
power to institute tribunals little less inauspicious 
than the Spanish inquisition. Racks and gibbets, he 


predicted, might be among the mildest instruments of 
their discipline. 


in North Carolina Timothy Bloodworth declared that 
the Constitution in its present mode must end in 
the subversion of their liberties; that it was a total 
repeal of every act and constitution of the states, and 
would produce an abolition of the state governments. 
Mr. Lenoir thought it had some aristocratic and some 
monarchical features and would lead to the most dan- 
gerous aristocracy that was ever thought of. Millions 
yet unborn were concerned. Mr. McDowall said the 
Senate was most dangerously constructed. “Our lives 
and property are in the hands of eight or nine men. 
We are now giving away our dear-bought rights.” 
tlenry Abbott called attention to the fears of some per- 
sons that they would be deprived of the privilege of 
worshiping God according to thetr consciences, and 
that the new Government might make a treaty to adopt 
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the Roman Catholic religion, and said many supposed 
that if no religious test were required the Senators and 


Representatives might all be pagans. As every person 
holding an office under the Government had to take an 
oath of allegiance, he brought up the question how and 
by whom they were to swear, whether by Jupiter, Juno, 
Minerva, Proserpine.or Pluto. A pamphiet was even 
mentioned in the debate, which declared that there was 
serious danger that the Pope of Rome might be elected 
President. 

In the Legislature and later in the convention of 
South Carolina also the Constitution was violently 
denounced. Rawlins Lowndes sincerely believed that 
when this new Constitution should be adopted the 
sun of the Southern States would set never to rise 
again. This State would dwindle into a mere skele- 
ton of what it was. This, he said, was, on the whole, 
the best preparatory plan for a monarchical Govern- 
ment he had read. “The Senate, hailing the President 
a King, will naturally say to one another, ‘You see how 
we are situated. Certainly it is for our country’s ben- 
efit that we should be all Lords.” And Lords they 
are.” The dangers seemed to him so evident that, 
when he ceased to exist, he wished for no other epi- 
taph than to have inscribed on his tomb, “Here lies 
the man that opposed the Constitution, because it 
was ruinous to the liberty of America.” 

James Lincoln foresaw first a haughty, tmperious 
tyrannical monarchy. 
Mr. Dollard of Prince Frederick’s Parish told the con- 
vention that his constituents could never agree to 
make over to’the Congress or any set of men, their 
birthright, comprised in Magna Charta; that they were 
highly alarmed at the large and rapid strides which 
the new Government had taken toward despotism. 
“They say,” said he, “it is big with political mischiefs 
and pregnant with a greater variety of impending woes 
to the good people of the Southern states, than all the 
plagues supposed to issue from the poisonous box of 
Pandora.” “They say they will resist against it, and 
your standing army, like Turkish janizaries enforcing 
despotic laws, must ram it down their throats with the 
points of bayonets.” 


In New York Mr. Tredwell declared he could not be 
totally silent, lest lisping babes should be taught to 
eurse his name as a betrayer of their freedom and hap- 
piness. “In this Constitution,” he said, “our lives, our 
property and our consciences are left wholly at the 
mercy of the Legislature, and the power of the judi- 
ciary may be extended to any degree short of Al- 
mighty. Ought we not to declare that if we cannot 
be admitted into the Union as freemen, we will not 
eome in as slaves?” 


In Pennsylvania it was objected that it was the busi- 
ness of their deliberations to destroy the State govern- 
ments; that it was an aristocracy, and was intended 
to be so by its framers. 

Finally, in Virginia, the very strong minority was 
led by Patrick Henry, who fought the Constitution 
ably, desperately and almost triumphantly. He de- 
clared that the rights of conscience, trial by jury, lib- 
erty of the press, all their immunities and franchises, 
all pretensions to human rights and privileges, would 
be rendered insecure, if pot lost, and that if not eight 
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. states only but 121-2 states had adopied it, he 
would reject it. .In some parts of the pian the 
great rights of freemen were absolutely taken 
away. “A standing army we shall have also,” 
he said, “to execute the execrable commands 
of tyranny. In this scheme of energetic gov- 
ernment the people will find two sets of tax- 
gatherers—the State and the Federal Sheriffs. 
This. it seems to me, will produce such dread- 
ful oppression as the people cannot possibly 
bear.” 

“Where are your checks in this Government 7 
he demanded. “The President in the field, at 
the head of his army, can prescribe the terms 
on which he shall reign master. This Gov- 
ernment will operate like an ambuscade. It 
will destroy the state governments and swallow 
the liberties of the people, without giving pre- 
vious notice. I trust that I shall see congres- 
sional oppression crushed in embryo. As this 
Government stands, I despise and abhor it.” 

James Monroe (afterward President) said he 
thought it a dangerous Government, calculated 
to secure neither the interests nor the rights of 
} our countrymen. Mr. Grayson believed, as he 
did his creed, that this Government would op- 
erate as a faction of seven states to oppress the 
rest of the Union, and that there never could 
be a Southern state admitted. Mr. Mason said 
it had been wittily observed that the Constitu- 
tion had married the President and the Senate, 
had made them man and wife. The Senate and 
President, he exclaimed, will form a combina- 
tion that cannot be prevented by the Repre- 
sentatives. This prediction, by the way, does 
not seem so alarming at the present moment. 

in several of the principal states, the division was 
critically close. In Massachusetts the President of the 
convention, the politic Gov. Hancock, finally proposed 
that simultaneously with the ratification of the Con- 
stitution they should recommend a series of amend- 
ments, “to remove the doubts and quiet the apprehen- 
sions of gentlemen,” and with this arrangement the 
Constitution was ratified by a narrow margin of 19 
votes—-187 to 168. Nine amendments were recommend- 
ed, and the Massachusetts Representatives in Congress 
were instructed to exert all their influence and use all 
reasonable and legal methods to obtain constitutional 
sutisfaction thereof. 

Virginia followed the example of Massachusetts and, 
after refusing by a majority of only eight votes to 
ratify the Constitution conditionally, finally adopted it 
outright, and with it a bill of rights and 20 amend- 
ments, which they deemed necessary to be recommend- 
ed to the first Congress assembled under the Consti- 
tution. New York ratified “in full confidence” that 
amendments would be made, defeating by only two 
votes a resolution cf conditional adoption. 

Finally, the Constitution was legally adopted, and 
the first Congress under the new Government met in 
1789, and mark what happened: James Monroe had 
declared positively in the Virginia convention that if 
they adopted the Constitution unconditionally, it would 
never be amended. Patrick Henry, Grayson, former 
Gov. Harrison, all had the same fear, but the first 
Sonstitutional Congress took the initiative, and moved 
by the powerful opposition and widespread demand for 
changes, themselves adopted 12 amendments, 10 of 
which were ratified by the states. 

The tempest subsided. One hundred and thirty years 
have passed. and the fierce contest is almost forgot- 
ten. The struggling young republic has grown into an 
immense and prosperous Power. It has not become a 
monarchy, nor an aristocracy. The Constitution is uni- 
versally accepted. It has not destroyed the states, nor 
deprived the people of their rights and liberty. The 
Pope has not been elected President. The Roman (ath- 
olic religion has not been legally established. The 
fame of Patriek Henry and Ric.wjard Henry Lee resis on 
other services to the republic. No tombstone com- 
memorates with melancholy pride the honest but mis- 
guided struggle against the great change. It was the 
wonderful work of Washington and his associates 
which, with all its defects, when accepted by our an- 
eestors, created the great nation of today. 


Our descendants will wonder, no dou't, why the 
maicontents of today feared that England would re 
duce the United States to vassalage, that Ireland 
would be shackled against gaining freedom, that 
Europe would become the master of America. 

In the year 2019, our descendants, living under a 
League of Nations, will look back to the great contest of 
today. Perhaps they will smile at the lurid denuncia- 
tions of the League and predictions of evil, as we do at 
the frantic appeals of Henry and Lowndes. Probably 
they will praise those “men of vision” who, in the spirit 
of Washington, “wishing it had been more perfect,” are 
today urging the adoption of the League as the most 
imperative need of the country and the world.

HE late Theodore Roosevelt was always 
popularly known to bean abiding lover of 
children, of family and home, but the re- 
cent publication. of a selection of the let- 
ters which, during a period of 20 years, 
he wrote to his own children, will throw 

. a new and a.tender and winning light 
upon that many-sided personality. They prove that 
S8carcely Hans Christian Andersen himself had a more 
sympathetic understanding and deeper love of children. 

During his great and tumultuous public career Col. 
Roosevelt always found time, whenever separated from 
his children, to write a letter to each of them once a 
week, and they were often adorned with crude but 
humorous drawings, which missives the youngsters 
joyously hailed as “picture letters.”” They make the 
most delightful reading imaginable. From the young- 
est to the eldest of his children, he always wrote to 
them as his equals. As they advanced in life the men- 
tal level of intercourse was raised, but the father was 
always their playmate and boon companion, whether 
they were toddling infants or growing schoolboys o1 
youths standing at the theshhold of life. 

Their games were his games, their joys those of his 
Own heart. He was ready to romp with them in the 
old barn at Sagamore Hill, play “tickley’’ at bedtime, 
join in their pillow fights, or play hide-and-seek witb 
them, either at Sagamore Hill or the White House. 
Occasionally he was disturbed for a moment about pos- 
sible injury to his presidential dignity. 

Describing a romp in the old barn at Sagamore Hill, 
he said in one of his letters that because of the in- 
sistence of the children, he had joined in it because 
“It had not the heart to refuse, but, really, it seems, to 
put it mildly, rather odd for a stout, elderly President 
to be bouncing over hayricks in a wild effort to get 
to goal before an active midget of a competitor, aged 
® years. However, it was really great fun.”’ 

He had affectionate nicknames for the children. The 
present Lieutenant-Colonel Theodore Roosevelt was 
always “Ted” or ‘“‘Blessed Ted.” Ethel was “Ethely- 
bye,”” Quentin was ‘“‘Quenty-quee.” Quentin was the en- 
fant terrible of the family, and the letters are full of 
his pranks and quaint sayings. At such moments one 
can discern a special] twinkle of the eye, a special soft- 
ening in the lines of the face, for scapegrace Quentin. 
Once the little lad shied a stone at his mother’s head, 
and, although the Colonel recognized that the thing 
was done without evil intent, he felt obliged to explain 
to Quentin the enormity of his crime, until Quentin, 
howling, fell in a “yellow-haired abandon of grief’’ into 
his father’s arms. The grass has been growing on 
Quentin’s grave in France for more than a year, now, 
and his father has gone to join him. 

The Colonel's love of animals is constantly cropping 
out in the letters. ‘‘We never had a more cunning 
kitten than Tom Quartz,” he informs “Darling Ker- 
mit.”’ Nevertheless, justice compels him to add: 

“T have just had to descend with severity upon Quen- 
tin because he put the unfortunate Tom in the bathtub 
and turned on the water. He didn’t really mean any 
harm.” 

On another occasion, writing to ‘“‘Dearest Archie,” 
the Colonel says that he has just had to give Quentin 
and three of his associates, one of them Charlie Taft, 
a dressing down. 

“Yesterday afternoon was rainy,’ it is related, ‘and 
four of them played five hours inside the White House. 
They were very boisterous and were all the time on the 
verge of mischief, and finally they made spitballs and 
deliberately put them on the portraits. 

“| did not discover it until after dinner, and then 
pulled Quentin out of bed and had him take them all 
off the portraits, and this morning required him to 
bring in the three other culprits before me. I ex-

e'dest daughter. ‘‘He got his legs fearfully sunburned 
the other day, and they blistered, became inflamed, 
and ever-faithful mother had to hold a clinic on him. 
Eyeing his blistered and scaly legs, he remarked: 
‘They look like a Turner sunset, don't they?’ I would 
like to know where the 10-year-old scamp picked up 
any knowledge of Turner’s sunsets.” 

On another day, writing to Archie from the White 
House, the President related that “Quentin went out 
shooting with Dr. Rixey on Monday and killed three 
rabbits, which I think was very good. He came back 
very dirty and very triumphant, and mother, feeling 
just as triumphant, brought him over promptly with 
his gun and his three rabbits to see me in the office.” 
In another missive, he tells how “the family went into 
revolt over my slouch hat, which Quentin christened 
‘Old Mizzoura,’ and so I have had to buy another with 
a less pronounced crown and brim.” 

“Mother has gone off for nine days,” wrote the 
President in 1903 from the White House, “and as usual 
Il am acting as vice mother. Archie and Quentin are 
really too cunning for anything. Each night I spend 
about three-quarters of an hour reading to them. I! 
first of all read some book like ‘Algonquin Indian 
Tales,” or the poetry of Scott or Macaulay. Once | 
read them ‘Jim Bludsoe,’ which perfectly enthralled 
them and made Quentin ask me at least a hundred 
questions, including one as to whether the colored boy 
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Col. Roosevelt's “picture letters,” illustrated by himself,

“Mother went off for three days to New York,” the 
President wrote again from the White House, “and 
Quentin took instant advantage of her absence to fall 
sick.

He was 
a very sad bunny next morning and spent a couple of 
days in bed. Ethel, as always, was as good as gold 
both to him and to Archie, and largely relieved me of 
my duties as vice-mother. I got up each morning in 
time to breakfast with Ethel and Archie before they 
started for school, and | read a certain amount to 
Quentin, but this was about all. I thihk Archie 
escaped with a minimum of washing for the three

“The other day,’ the President communicated to 
Kermit, on Aug. 26, 1905, “a reporter asked Quentin 
something about me; to which that affable and canny 
young gentleman responded, ‘Yes, I see him sometimes; 
but I know nothing of his family life.” .The same 
letter affords an engaging picture of the President at 
play with his children. 

“I went into Archie’s room,’ he continued, “where 
the two little boys showed all their china animals; I 
read them Laura E. Richardson's poems, including 
‘How Does the President Take His Tea?’ They chris- 
tened themselves Punky Doodle and Jollapin, from the 
chorus of this, and immediately afterwards I played 
with them on Archie’s bed. 

“First I would toss Punky Doodle (Quentin) on Jol- 
lapin (Archie) and tickle Jollapin while Punky Doodle 
squalled and wiggled on top of him, and then reverse 
them and keep Punky Doodle down by heaving Jol- 
lapin on him, while they both kicked and struggled 
until my shirt looked very much the worse for wear. 
You doubtless remember yourself how bad it was for 
me, when |] was dressed for dinner, to play with all 
vou scamps when you were little.” 

“Quentin is a funny small person if there ever was 
one,” wrote the President to Kermit in another White 
House letter, in 1906. “The other day we were dis- 
cussing a really dreadful accident which had hap- 
pened: A Georgetown young man having taken out 
a young girl in a canoe on the river, the canoe upset 
and the girl was drowned; whereupon the young man, 
when he got home, took what seemed to us the exceed- 
ingly cold-blooded method of a special delivery letter 
to notify her parents. We were ex- 
pressing our horror at his sending a 
special delivery letter, and Quentin 
solemnly chimed in with, ‘Yes, he 
wasted 10 cents. There Was a mo- 
ment’s eloquent silence, and then we 
strove to explain to Quentin that what 
we were objecting to was not in the 
least the voung man’s spendthrift at-

titude.”’ 
From Del Monte, Cal., on -May 10, 
1903, came this letter for “Blessed 


Archie,”” who was lucky in having a 
father who could write such fascinating epistles: 

“I think it was very cunning for you and Quentin 
to write me that letter together. I wish you could 
have been with me today on Algonquin, for we had a 
perfectly lovely ride. Dr. Rixey. and I were on two 
very handsome horses, with Mexican saddles and 
bridles, the reins of very slender leather with silver 
rings. The road led through pine and cypress forests 
and along the beach. The surf was beating on the rocks 
fa one place and right between two of the rocks where 
I really did not see how anything could swim, a seal 
appeared and stood up on his tail half out of the foam-: 
ing water and flapped his flippers, and was as much 
at home as anything could be. Beautiful gulls flew 
close to us all around, and cormorants swam along the 
breakwaters or walked along the beach. 

“IT have a number of treasures to divide among you 
children when I get back. One of the treasures is Bill 
the Lizard. He is a little live lizard, called a horned 
frog, very cunning, who lives in a small box. The lit- 
tle badger, Josh, is very well and eats milk and pota- 
toes. We took him out and gave him a run in the 
sand today. So far he seems as friendly as possible.” 

On the same day the President wrote to “Quenty- 
Quee,” 5 years old, in this style: 

“IT loved your letter. I am very homesick for mother 
and for vou children; but I have enjoyed this week's 
travel. L- have been among the orange groves, where 
the trees have oranges growing thick upon them, and 
there are more flowers than you have ever seen. I 
have a gold top which I shall give you if mother thinks 
you can take care of it.

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Red-haired Amazons of ‘South Seas, believed to be of Caucasian race, have won 
woman’s rights to extent of reversing double standard against men—Au- 
thor lives among denizens of Marquesas Islands, goes through amazing ad- 
ventures, and decides man-eating savages are after all “lovable and im- 


pressive persons” -0- -O- 


OWN in the South Seas is a kingdom in 
which woman is queen. She keeps a 
harem of several husbands, and exacts 
the strictest fidelity from her thoroughly 
subjugated spouses, who may let their 
fancies rove only on pain of being dis- 
missed from the rooftree, and often 
soundly beaten to boot. The fair ruler of the menage 
loftily declines to be bound by any such vows. The 
double standard of morality obtains, but it is the re- 
verse of the European double standard. It is the wom- 
an, not the man, who may follow her whims without 
blame or care. 

And these masterful women, these avengers of the 
wrongs of their sex in other lands, are among the most 
beautiful in the world, according to Frederick O’Brien, 
botanist, explerer and author, who has just passed a 
year in their habitat, the Marquesas Islands. Their 
charms are not left to the imagination, for in that 
tropical clime both sexes burden themselves with only 
the minimum of clothing: His startling conclusion is 
that the Marquesans are of Aryan blood, marooned by 
the subsidence of a continent upon a group of 11 
volcanic islands. 

“The great stature of these women,” says the trav- 
eler, “their proud carriage, their long, wavy hair, 
ranging from red to coal black, and their straight 
noses and fine features all bear witness to their Cau- 
casian blood.. They came from the mainland of Asia 
untold centuries ago, when our own ancestors of the 
same blood pushed westward into Europe.” 


The author does not advance the theory, but it may 
be the sybjection of man among the Margguesans 
which has driven them in despair tp cannibalism. 
Despite the work of the missionaries, says O’Brien, 
roast human flesh is still regarded as a delicacy, and 
is known throughout the island as “long pig.’ Yet 
even the cannibals, he declares, are men of majesty and 
very lovable, outside their little foible for devouring 
one another. 

One day he visited a kingly cannibal named Kahuiti, 
described as an epicure of “long pig.”” He had won 
renown by killing a certain Tufetu. “All in all,’ the 
author records, “I thought Kahuiti the most distin- 
guished man in appearance I had ever seen, be it in 
New York or Cairo, London or Pekin. He wore only 
a loin cloth and was tattooed from toenails to hair 
roots. 

“When Kahuiti rose to his full height of six feet and 
a half, he was as majestic as a man with diadem and 
royal robes. His affability was that of a monarch. I 
ventured to speak of his slaying of Tufetu. He broke 
into a roar. 

“*] struck 
arm, his right arm, 
That was a war!’ 

“Kahuiti smiled gently on me. With his masterful 
carriage, his soft, cultivated voice and his attitude 
of absolutism he might have been Leopold, King of 
the Belgians. How could one explain his benign, open- 
souled deportment and his cheery laugh, with such 
damnable appetites and actions?” 


It may be mentioned that among the Marquesans 
women as well as men are tattooed, and of one of the 
former O’Brien writes that ‘she had woncerful legs, 
statuesque in mold, and tattooed from ankles to hips 
in most amazing patterns. She said that people came 
from far valleys to see her legs, and I could well be- 
lieve it.”’ 

White men defy the roasting pot when they settle 
alone and unprotected among such savages, but O’Brien 
appears to have been safe on account of his knowledge 
of the Polynesian language. His typewriter seems to 
have established him as a celebrity, if not as some sort 
of demigod, for the people came from al! parts of the 
island to view it, and reverently gave to the machine 
the name of “Iron Fingers That Make Words.” The 
Marquesans took him to see their sacred places, initiat- 
ed him into many of their mysteries and taught him 
their marvelous skill in swimming, fishing, shark 
catching and canoe handling. Some of the adventures 
told by O’Brien in his new book, ‘‘White Shadows in 
the South Seas” (Century), are almost incredible. 
Witness the tale of the shark-hunting of Red Chicken, 
a native fisherman. 

They rowed to the coral caves, ‘‘where the man-eat- 
ing fish stay often lazily in grottoes, only their heads 
protruding into the sun-lit water. Here we ma-

parent of Farragut, the first Ameri- 
can Admiral, and father of the great 
Admiral Porter, was then in his 
early thirties. At last, with many 
prisoners and prize crews aboard 
his captures, he made for the Mar- 
quesas to refresh his men, repair 
their ships, and get water, food 
and wood for the voyage home. 


He renamed the island Nuka.- 
ahiva (Madison's Island). As O’Brien 
sums up the seizure, “a hundred 
years ago the Stars and Stripes 
floated over the little hill above 
the bay and American cannon com- 
manded the village of Aai-o-hae. 
Beneath the verdure is still buried 


heard a_ horrible 
groan from the 
cave,almost like the 
voice of a human 
being in agony.” 

After a time they succeeded in infuriating the beast 
sc that it came out of its cave. ‘“‘He was a reddish- 
purple globe of horrid flesh,’’ O’Brien then continues, 
“horned all over, with a head not unlike an elephant’s, 
but with large demoniacal eyes, bitter, hating eyes that 
roved from one to another of us as if selecting his prey. 
The son of Ugh had two of the great arms about him 
at one time, but his companisons hacked at them until 
he was free. Then, regardless of the struggles of the 
maimed devil, they closed in on him and stabbed his 
head and body until he died. 

“During his last moments I was amazed and sick- 
ened to hear the octopug growling and moaning in its 
fury and suffering. His voice had a curious timbre. I 
once heard a man dying of hydrophobia make such 
sounds, half animal, half human.” 

Another dramatic incident in Mr. O'Brien's book 
concerns the struggle between a pair of whales and 
a pack of sharks, the wolves of the sea. The huge 
mammals were attempting to defend their infant 
against the attacking horde. 


“We saw two whales, one with a baby at her breast. 
The other we took to be the father whale. Huge black 
beasts they were. Upon this mated pair a band of 
sharks had flung themselves to seize the infant. There 
were at least 25 sharks in the mad mob, great white 
monsters, 30 feet in length, man-eaters by blood-taste, 
tigers in disposition. 

“Frenziedly handling tiller and sails, we circled the 
battle, impotent to aid the poor woman-beast and her 
baby. Desperately the parents fought, more than 
one shark sank wounded to the depths and one, turn- 
ing its white belly to the sun, floated dead upon the 
waves. Another was flung high in the air by a blow 
o. the mother’s tail. But it Was an uneven contest. At 
last we saw the nursling drawn from her breast, and 
the mother herself sank, still struggling.” 

One of the most fascinating chapters deals with the 
seizure of the Marquesas Islands by the American 
skipper, David Porter, about 1812. Porter left the 
United States in 1812 in command of the frigate Essex 
to destroy British shipping, and to capture British 
ships and British sailors. Porter, son and nephew of 
American naval officers, destined to be the foster

the proclamation of Porter, with 
coins of the young American re- 
public, unless the natives dug up 
the bottle after the destruction of 
the last of Porter's forces.” Porter 
was able to leave only a few men behind as a garri- 


son, and these were overwhelmed and presumably 
eaten. Many years later the French established their 


dominion over the Marquesans. 

O’Brien was carried from Tahiti to the Marquesas 
on a little trading ship called The Morning Star. His 
account of the approach to the islands runs in part 
as follows: 

“The Marquesas Islands lay before us, dull spots of 
dark rock upon the gray water. They are not large, 
any of these islands: 60 or 70 miles is the greatest 
circumference. Some of the 11 are quite small and 
have no people now. On the map of the world they 
are the tiniest pin-pricks. Few dwellers in Europe or 
America know anything about them. Most travelers 
have never heard of them: no wire or wireless con- 
nects them with the world. No tourists visit them. 

“Fatu-hiva had been left behind and Hiva-oa, our 
destination, was before us, bleak and threatening. To 
my eyes it appeared as it had been in the eyes of the 
gentler Polynesians cf old time, the abode of demons 
and of a race of terrible warriors. Hence descended 
the Marquesans, Vikings of the Pacific, in giant canoes, 
and sprang upon the fighting men of the Tahitians, the 
Raiateans and the Paumotans, slaughtering their hun- 
dreds and carrying away scores to feast upon in the 
High Places. 

“Slowly we crept into the Bay Traitors and felt our 
way into the anchorage of Taha-Uka, a long narrow 
passage between frowning cliffs, spray-dashed walls of 
granite lashed fiercely by the sea. All along the bluffs 
were cocoanut palms, magnificent, waving their green 
fronds in the breeze. Darker green the mountains 
towered above them, and far on the higher. slopes we 
saw wild goats leaping from crag to crag and wild 
horses running in the upper valleys.
